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FAST RUNNING AT TORONTO 



RUNNING OF PRINCE OF WALES HANDICAP 
MARKED BY TERRIFIC PACE. 



Shannon Proves the Victor and Watervale, the Fa- 
vorite, Winds Up Last in Field of Three — S. C. 
Hildreth and A. D. Parr Score Twice. 



Toronto, Ont., May 23.— The colors of Samuel C. 
Hildreth and the Virginia turfman, A. D. I'arr, were 
conspicuous at Woodbine this afternoon. Mr. Hil- 
dreth furnished the winner of the Rous Purse in 
King James, while Shannon, another of the Hildreth 
horses, galloped home in advance of lien Loyal and 
Watervale in the Prince of Wales Handicap. Mr. 
Parr's share of the sjxiils came with the running of 
the Bendigo Purse and the Ilelter Skelter Steeple- 
chase, Cherry Seed winning the former and St. Abe 
tlie latter. 

Shannon’s performance in the Prince of Wales 
Handicap stood out by itself. Watervnle's showing 
in the 1 Teak ness Handicap, at Pimlico, in winning 
which lie displayed great speed, led many to lielieve 
that lie was tlie next thing to invincible. In today's 
lace he was a bqiheavy favorite. When Mr. llil- 
dreth withdrew Shannon from the opening dash and 
added him to the Prince of Wales Handicap, many 
thought that lie was shooting at Ihe moon, but tlo* 
result showed I hat tills astute trainer knew what lie 
was nliout. There were only three starters — Shan- 
non. Watervale and Ren Loyal. It was generally 
supposed that Watervale would make a runaway 
affair of the race, and when he showed half a length 
in front at tin* half mile post, everybody looked for 
him to draw away. Shannon, however, hung to the 
Relmont racer. They were running faster than any 
thoroughbred ever before had over Ihe Woodbine 
track. Between the five-eighths and half-mile |K>sts 
the watches caught them in 10} seconds. Tills 
terrific pace had its effect on Watervale. for he 
began to quit in the run through tin* homestretch 
and finally dropped completely out of the struggle, 
being beaten six lengths by Ben Loyal for second 
prave. E. Dugan hit him with the whip several 
times, lmt Watervale was unable to respond. Shan- 
non had a five-lengths margin over Ben I.o.val at Ihe 
finish. Tlie three-quarters were run in 1:12}. the 
first quarter being timed in 22* and tlie half mile in 
45 1 . 

VV. M. Nortliey. secretary of the Montreal Jockey 
(Tub. was among those present. He came down In 
arrange stable room for the horsemen who are ship- 
ping to Blue Bonnets. Mr. Nortliey reports that 
prospects for a successful meeting never looked 
brighter. The club intends featuring jumping races 
this spring and Mr. Northey reports that there is 
still stable room for jumpers at Blue Bonnets, 
('apt. W. F. Presgrave lias arranged to ship Thomas 
Clyde’s horses to Montreal on Friday. The K. T. 
Wilson. A. Belmont and A. Turney strings will 
leave on Saturday, and S. (’. Hildreth will ship his 
string of turf stars on Monday. Others owners rar- 
ing here who will ship next week are John W. 
Sehorr. William Garth. William Walker, Gwyu 
Tompkins. Albert Simons. Mrs. L. A. Livingston. 
P. S. P. Randolph, (‘apt. P. M. Walker, J. E. Sea- 
gram. Harry Biddings and Bartlett McLennan. John 
Powers and John Hyland will send on their strings 
from New York. Tin* Beverwyek Stable. .T. S. Flynn. 
Ala* Garson and several others are already on the 
ground.

THE PARI-MUTUELS AT TORONTO. 



Concerning tin* pari-mutuel system of hotting, 
which had its initial Dial at Toronto last Saturday, 
the Toronto Globe makes the following comment: 

“The new method of speculation installed at Wood 
liine and undergoing its trial in circumstances cal- 
culated to thoroughly try its possibilities was a pro- 
nounced success. Of course, the operation of a sys- 
lem new to the public and to a large extent also to 
the operators, must naturally develop some difficul- 
ties on so big a day ns the occasion of the Plate 
race, lmt all these will be remedied by experience on 
both sides and smooth working order will quickly 
lie acquired. There were some delays and the crowd- 
ing inseparable from a large attendance of people 
who wanted to see how it worked, even though they 
might not he doing anything witli it. Making allow- 
ance for these tilings, there was but one conclusion, 
that tin* new method is immensely superior to the 
old, and bookniaking is gone, never to return to the 
big tracks. All tlie other Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions clubs will have their installation complete for 
next season’s racing. Tlie reasons for the public 
favor of the mutuels arc various, and all are strung. 
The new system is neither offensive nor expensive, 
and it is vastly more profitable to those whose judg- 
ment in selecting winners Is correct. 

“The machines have altered the complexion of other 
important matters, too. The camp follower and the 
i lout are eliminated and evidence of that can be 
V found in the hotels and public places of tin* city. 
These parasites, whose absence proves they were 
no part of racing, have furnished the opponents of 
tlie sport with most of their ammunition in the 
past. The ‘regular’ and the plunger have no place 
under the new regime and (lie credit bettor cannot 
do business. Perhaps Hie greatest recommendation it 
has with the public at large is that the pisiple do 
tlielr speculation among themselves, with no third 
party to corral exorbitant profits for doing tin* brok- 
erage. and with no intermediary having an Interest 
in tlie result. The machine cares nothing which 
horse wins.” 



CAPTAIN CASSATT IN KENTUCKY. 



Cincinnati. O.. May 23. — Ileatherbroom will start 
in tin* Latonia Derby. Capt. E. B. Cassatt, the 
prominent Pennsylvanian, who owns the filly, was 
1 ,-re yesterday on his way to Louisville, where his 
stable of race horses, ill charge of J. Simon Healy. 
Is quartered, lie said that lie would surely start 
ileatherbroom in the Derby and that she would give 
1 i* good account of herself in Kentucky. While here 
Captain Cassatt met John Haehmeister. who stopped 
over to look after some Latonia business. Cinirella. 
which ran so well at Latonia last fall and won Ihe 
Endurance Handicap at two miles, is not in train- 
ing. She has troublesome legs and Captain Cassatt 
is seriously thinking of breaking her to harness and 
driving her to strengthen her ankles. 

Mr. Haehmeister was at Toronto, where the pari- 
mutuels were launched on Saturday, lie said that 
Ihe Canadians took readily to the new style of bel- 
ting and that as far as Toronto is concerned, they 
may he regarded as a fixture. He found things in 
good sham* at Latonia and is confident that every- 
thing will he in readiness for the opening hy June 
111. Like everyone else, he believes that tin* Derby 
this year will lie the most interesting ever run.

At any 
rate his stable earnings already exceed his total for last year and in Tin* Manager lie is the fortunate pos- 
sessor of what may prove the best two-year-old of 1!H1. Through the prowess of tin* latter he Is now the 
leading owner of 1911. although his margin over R. X. Smith Is no great one. The latter owes his promi- 
nent position to the swift gelding. Governor Gray. Tlie Memphis turfman. John W. Schorr, is in third

and won it again, lie will probably essay its capture again today and if in* succeeds will have established 
a truly remarkable record in connection with this rich event.

RECORD 0E A LONG ESTABLISHED STEEPLECHASE 



For the twenty-eighth time the Woodbine Steeplechase will be run at Woodbine Park this afternoon. 
No steeplechase on this side of the international line has so long a history. Some of its winners of years 
baei; were well known in Chleago and New York racing. The marc Evangeline carried off several jumping 
races here at the old West Side track before its name was changed to Garfield Park. Lion Heart won it 
twice and was a frequent winner over New York tracks. Conover Is credited witli Hie rare distinction of 
having won the race three years in succession and he also raced successfully over tlie infield courses of the 
east. Eli Kindig, which won tin* event in 1901. was, when a flat racer, good enough to win at Washington 
Park.

THE BASHF0RD MANOR STAKES. 



Carries Colors of H. C. Hallenbeck to Victory at the 
First Asking and Beats Pick of Western Juven- 
iles with Exception of The Manager. 



Louisville. Ky.. May 23.— II. C. Ilallenbeck's 
Worth, by Knight of the Thistle — Miss Hanover, 
recently acquired for $10,000 from Gallaher Bros., 
this afternoon proved his superiority to most of 
the juveniles in this section by a decisive victory 
in tin* Bashford Manor Stakes, netting the winner 
$1,990. Tin* race engaged the best two-year-ohls 
in local training with tin* exception of T. C. Mc- 
Dowell's great colt. The Manager. Robert, Sherlock 
Holmes and Alamitos were added starters. Hender- 
son & Ilogan already had representation in the raee 
in Gnaranoia and the addition of Alamitos accounted 
for a large stable following in a speculative way. 
of Ihe eighteen carded to go overnight, Mexico, 
New Haven. John Robert and P.atwa were with- 
drawn, the latter because of his owner's failure to 
get a satisfactory rider. 

The sixteen starters gave the starter and his as- 
sistants some trouble. Presumption living tlie chief 
offender while at tin* post. The rise of tlie barrier 
found them fairly well grouped, with Guaranola 
slightly in the van and his stable companion. Alami- 
tos. last to leave tlie jjost, but Koerner immediately 
rushed tlie favorite alongside Guaranola and in a 
few more strides luul Worth in command of the 
situation. He Increased his advantage in rounding 
the first turn and thereafter it was only a question 
of how far he would win. Tlie action behind the 
winner was keen almost from the start, hut on tlie 
turns there was much crowding, in which Working 
Lid. Sir Giles, Praetorian and Cash on Delivery 
were sufferers. Clay Bros.’ Bnekhorn was one of 
the favored ones and offered the greatest contention 
to tin* winner during the stretch run. but it was not 
of the serious kind, for Worth was only toying 
with hint and wound up first by three lengths. Buck- 
horn took second place hy twice that margin from 
Presumption, which beat Sherlock Holmes by half 
a length for third money. The race fully confirmed 
Worth’s pretensions to greatness. 

Ideal weather and a good card restored former 
satisfying conditions in the matter of attendance 
and si>eeulation. Tlie sport was interesting and 
Immensely enjoyed. The track favored those start- 
ers with a liking for soft going, bnt it improved as 
tin* afternoon progressed, and with no more rain 
will be in good condition for tomorrow’s contests. 

Tlie easterners began the day auspiciously when 
F. R. Hitehnck’s Kaiser, a recent arrival from Bal- 
timore in charge of W. II. Karriek. won the first 
race in handy style from a hand of youngsters which 
included Terrible Dan. Kaiser was handled by .T. 
Glass, and that rider never gave his backers much 
concern, for lie took the col t into a good lead round- 
ing the stretch and won with plenty in reserve. Ter- 
rible Dan got into trouble early and failed to ex- 
tricate himself in time to secure a portion of the 
purse. 

Jockey Glass followed up ills inaugural success 
with an unexpected victory on Oracle, hut in con- 
trast to his good handling of Kaiser, he almost 
lost the laurels on Oracle to Louis Katz through 
overconfidence. Lillis Katz was going fastest at 
the end and would have won in a few strides. The 
showing of Doncaster in the race was decidedly dis- 
appointing. 

scrimmage, favorite in the third race, was much 
the best of the starters, but his backers spent sev- 
eral anxious moments after his victory because of 
jockey McFahcy's action in having caused a bad 
mixup soon after the start. Some were inclined to 
think that the judges would disqualify the winner, 
but they allowed the result to stand and dismissed 
the matter with a sharp reprimand to the offending 
jockey. Judge Price was at first inclined to line 
the hoy heavily, bur in view of his clean riding rec- 
ord leniency was shown. 

T. C. McDowell’s lima, showing more tractability 
at the post than formerly and cleverly handled by 
T. Koerner. ran as if she outclassed those starting 
with her in the fifth race and won eommaudlugly 
after having shown the way for the entire trip. 
The Hague taking second place from Marian Casey. 

Wing Ting. was supposed to lx* best in the closing 
dash, track conditions seemingly being to her order, 
hut Sir Catesby repeated his winning performance 
of a previous start and took the purse in easy fash- 
ion. Henry Hutchison, after a sharp stretch sprint, 
beat Wing Ting by a head for second place. 

August Belmont secured today the transfer of 
jockey Guy Gainer's contract from Earl Linnell. 
and that rider departed tonight for Toronto to join 
the Belmont stable. 

Captain E. B. Cassatt was among today's visitors 
and immediately entered into negotiations for tlie 
contract on jockey J. McIntyre’s services held by T. 
W. Flynn. He succeeded and McIntyre had tin* 
mount mi Captain Cassatt's Spring Board in tlie 
Bashford Manor Stakes. 

John Haehmeister spent most of yesterday in Cin- 
cinnati ami stated to numerous horsemen today that 
everything was progressing towards completion at 
Latonia. and that (lie track and stables are in ex- 
cellent condition and ready for horsemen. Only 
minor work is at present necessary to bring the 
plant into a completed state and when finished it. 
will compare well with the best courses in tin* 
country. lie also s.tated that the inauguration of 
tlie mutuel system of betting at Toronto, where 
in* went on the opening day to assist in its intro- 
duction. was a huge* success and that tin* system was 
acclaimed superior to the old style of bookniaking. 

Cash on Delivery, which started ill tlie Bashford 
Manor Stakes, was bought prior to the race by H. K. 
Brandt for the reported price of $.8. 561. The colt 
ran for Mr. Brandt in tin* stakes. 

Jockey .T. MeCalic was suspended for six days by 
the starter for disobedience at tlie post. 

John Walters and Frank Moore, two former New 
York clubhouse commissioners, were among today’s 
visitors. 

Tin* auction pooling on tlie Bashford Manor Stakes 
was almost of Derby proportions. Worth was au 
outstanding choice.

AFTERMATH OF THE KING’S PLATE. 

Ilat-ry Giddings. who won the King’s Plate at 
Woodbine last Saturday with St. Bass, is a native 
of Toronto who went to Europe a generation ago 
«lth harness horses, which lie raced ill Great Brit- 
ain, Franco. Italy. Hungary, Austria and Germany, 
lie returned sev.-ral times for a fresh supply, and 
eventually settled in Austria, at Waiilhofon. 
where he was married, and where his son 
Harry was born. Having the skill and methods of 
the American harness horseman, and some well- 
bred mares, lie made a great success of breeding 
and racing, most of Ids stock living by Russian 
stallions from American mares. When lie was liest 
equipped to meet just such a situation, it happened 
that the Austrian trotting authorities decided to 
confine all rich stakes to native-bred liorses, and lie 
swept the board for several seasons. He had re- 
tained some valuable property on one of the busiest 
corners of Toronto's streets, and when lie went 
buck to Canada to live, he took a house in Toronto. 
That did licit suit Mrs. Giddings, though, as she 
is too fond of the out-of-door, and of live stock, to 
live in a city. So Cedar Grove Farm, at Oakville. 
Out., was purchased, and it lias since been added 
to and improved in many ways. It is n liappyland 
for live stock, for everything aliout the place is a 
sort of pot. Only thoroughbreds are raised and not 
many mares arc kept. The result is that the foals 
receive a care and attention lacking where they are 
raised iu numbers. It was not good luck that pro- 
duced such a grand-looking colt as St. Bass, lie is 
the testimony and proof of continual attention and 
personal interest. Hired help would not have de- 
veloped a champion from the progeny of Bassetlnw 
and the unknown mare. Lady Betz. Nor was it luck 
that gave Mr. Giddings, from the unsuccessful 
steeplechase mare. Lady Liglitfoot, the famous 
three brothers. Wire In, War Whoop and Wicklight, 
whose sale brought him some fifteen thousand dol- 
lars. The training of St. Bass fell to Harry Gid- 
dings, the younger, though he had the advice of his 
father. 

There was a pretty little ceremony in connection 
with the presentation of King George’s guineas and 
the cup offered by the Ontario Jockey Club to Mr. 
Giddings. Earl Grey, governor-general of Canada, 
made the presentation and said: 

"I congratulate you upon being the possessor of 
such a tine horse. With sueli a frame, and the blood 
of St. Simon, the horse, I iiope, will have a great 
and successful career. It was a beautiful race and 
you have every reason to be proud of the triumph 
of tlie colt and the supreme skill of the jockey 
who piloted him to victory.” 

As Mr. Giddings, who Imre liis honors with be- 
coming modesty accepted the gift. J. E. Seagram, 
with ids characteristic smile, observed: “Mr. Gid 

dings, you have a beautiful colt, lint I will have 
to got one to beat him.” 

“Success to you,” replied the proud owner of St. 
Bass. “I hope you will get one which will reduce 
the record made by St. Bass.” 

’I am glad Mr. Giddings, who is an enthusiastic 
admirer of thoroughbreds, won the great race,, 
added Mr. Seagram. “He had easily the best colt 
iu the race. So far as my own liorses were con- 
cerned, 1 am not the least hit disappointed at their 
showing.” 

Col. John S. Ilcndrie was proud of the achievement 
of I’owdorman. the most dangerous contender in the 
race, which finished in second place. “I am not 
so selfish as to corner the honor of capturing the 
King’s Plate every year,” observed the colonel, 
laughingly. “St. Bass fully demonstrated that In- 
is a colt of marvelous speed. I’owderman. however, 
made a good effort, and I feel satisfied tiiat before 
the close of the meeting he will demonstrate that 
lie. likewise, possesses more than ordinary class. It 
was a grand race and I have no hesitation iu frankly 
admitting that the best horse won.” 

As Mr. Giddings, carrying the coveted “King’s 
Plate Trophy,” emerged from the directors’ quarters 
In- expressed himself as delighted and too full of 
joy to tell his admirers how grateful lie was. After 
some persuasion, however, in- lapsed into a talking 
mood. “My instructions to jockey Dugan,” pro- 
ceeded Mr. Giddings, “were to take St. Bass to the 
front at once. I was confident he would will. Last 
year the colt demonstrated to my satisfaction that 
lie was a real racer, amt it was then that I decided 
to save him for the race he has just won. So for as 
speed is concerned, I don't think he has struck his 
limit yet. I have never placed a price on him. I 
have received numerous offers, varying from $3,000 
to $7,500, hut as I fully realize that he was a colt 
destined to make a mark on the Canadian tracks. 

I positively refused to part with him, even had 1 
been offered $lo.0()0. Good colts are scarce, and my 
IKiiicy is to keep them when they show high class. 
When I raised War Whoop and Wire In I was told 
that I had reached my limit, but I am inclined to 
think my latest Province-bred is the real find of the 
year.” 

Asked if ho would enter him in any stake races 
iu the United States, Mr. Giddings replied: ’The 

Canadian tracks arc good enough for me. X will 
just race him in Province-bred events. His next 
start will lie in the Breeders’ Stakes on Tuesday, 
and in another race on the closing day.”
